FARIu  MOBILIZATION  DAY;  Tuseday,  January  12,  19A3,  has  been  proclaimed  Farm 
liobilization  Day  by  Prssident  Roosevelt, 

In  the  proclanation,  the  Pr-sident  asks  "that  on  that  day  the  farmers  of 
this  country  ••^at}ier,  u'herever  possible,  with  Departraent  of  Agriculture  rep- 
resentatives, Extension  Service  A,^ents,  voc-'^tional  teachers,  State  offic- 
ials, farm  or'anizations,  and  others  concerned,  in  order  to  discuss  ways 
and  neans  of  insurin',^  for  the  year  194-3  the  raaxiraun  production  of  vital 
foods  upon  every  farm  in  this  country, 

"I  sliould  like  Farm  ' iobilization  Day  to  be  a  s;/Tibol  of  a  free  America;  a 
symbol  of  the  mirht  and  productivity  of  our  nation;  and  a  s^nnbol  of  our  un- 
alterable determination  to  put  to  full  use  our  a^j^icultural  resources  —  as 
well  as  our  other  resources  —  in  the  achievement  of  complete  victor^;-," 

The  President  emphasized  the  fact  that  food  is  no  less  a  v;eapon  than  tcinks, 
pans,  and  planes,  and  that  farmers  and  the  people  of  this  country  should  be 
justly  proud  of  the  production  record  of  a'^ricult'jre.    Plans  are  under  way 
for  nati)nal  radio  broadcasts  to  observe  this  event, 

FDA  FE^DS  RUSSIAI'I  SOLDIERS:    The  nevr  Food  Distribution  Afiministration  has 
just  bought  3  million  pounds  of  "Cvinaya  Tushonka",  as  the  Russians  call  it, 
which  is  a  highly  spiced  product  made  of  boneless  cuts  of  lean  meat.     It  is 
prepared  almost  exclusively  for  the  soldier  who  is  remote  from  his  suoply 
b.ise  and  must  have  a  cuick  nickuo  of  protein  fo-jd  to  keep  him  in  condition. 
This  novel  product  is  one  of  tlie  many  ne\;  foods  shipped  by  FDA  and  is  proc- 
essed in  exact  accordance  with  special  needs  of  our  Allies, 

ai..lH  RFORGANIZaTIOTJ;  Food  Distribution  Administrr tion  activities  have  been 
discussed  at  a  recent  c-^nf -"--reni^e  of  regional  administrators  in  L^ashington, 
but  the  only  important  decision  so  far  has  been  the  r'igionalization  of  the 
Market  Hews  Service, 

However,  reor  -anization  of  A''A  into  FDA  to  hfjndle  the  nev/  food  distribution 
job  is  rolling  right  along  and  further  reorganization  of  activities  are 
being  discussed.     It  is  reported  that  v;e  can  look  for  further  decentraliza- 
tion action  within  the  near  future, 

Heanv/hile,  it  v/r;S  reoorted  that  as  more  of  the  functions  move  to  the  field, 
tiiere  '.vill  be  a  tendency  to  follow  commodity  lines  of  operation  as  is  done 
in  "".'ashington.
